Acrsoucs the Horrors of War are no 
longer familiar to us, and our Ears are no 
longer din’d with the ‘Thunder.of Canon, 
when their borrid but didant Roar pro- 
claims the Approach of the black Cioud 
of. Ibefolation. whofe dreary Traé, like 
the peitilential “Blatt, is marked with the 
Death of Thoufands: Although Columns 
of Smoke rifing to tie Eye, and mounting 
in curling Majeity to the Skies, no longer 
gnounces the Ruin of defencelefs Downs, 
and the fack of Cities: whofe wretched In- 
habitance mark with trembling Steps each 
Avenue of Efcape, or welter in their 
Blood. 

Yer while weenjoy the calm Sanfhine 
of Peaee, and every One fits in quiet under 
his own Vine, and his own, Fig-Tree, it 
may be ufeful and proper to revert to thofe 
Scenes of Ditbefs, and enquire by what 
Means we now participate the Bleflings of 
Peace, Freedom, and ladependence. 

‘Tue quiet Eitablidhment of the Peace, 
Freedom and Independence to this Country, 
has been the peculiar Care of tne all-wise 
{unerintending Power, dijggwers the Good- 
nels of an oves-ruling Widence, 1s a 
Work worthy the Patronage of Heaven, 
and has been efiected by the united Eiforts 
of Heroes, and Patriots the moit illutirious 
that ever adorned any Age or Conutry, 

Most People are ditpoled to give a 
Preference to Antiquity, to extol the Vir- 
tucs of former Times, and depreciate their 
own: But whoever confiders the Objcét of 
the late War, the Virtue and Ability d:f- 
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p.jedin the Operation, and the Lvent of 
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_ the Completion, muf aliow that the prefent 


Period wiil not fuffer by a Comparifon, 
with the moit diftinguifhed Aera of ancient 
or modern Hiftory. 

Autnoucn | boat no greater Share in 
thofe Tranfaétions, than was confiftent 
with the private Walk of an Individual, 
to which particular Circumftances and Ac- 
cidents led; yet I think it a Happinels 
that I can claim, as my native foil, this 
Continent, where at a degenerate Period, 
the Rights and Privileges of haman Nature 
have been aflerted, and maintained againit 
the encroachments of Power. 

From a Survey of the abje& Condition 
of Mankind, we fthall difsover that Gov- 
ernment is, in every other Part of the 
Globe amere Machine of Oppreifion, and 
that daring Spirit which firit led the pre- 
fent Oppotition, 

Waewn Virtue is held in Efleem, fhe is 
readily embraced, bet thofe who adhere 
to her rigid Pratice when neglected and 
defpifed, difcover a greater Fortituce, a 
jatter difcrimination, a more fncere At- 
tachment. Happy the Countr; that can 
boaft of fuch Sons. Ata Period when the 
Dignity of human Nature is funk in a fer- 
vile Submifiion tothe Willsofa Few. I 
fpeak it with Erultation, numerous are the 
E.xamples of thofe who (irom a juit Eftimate 
of this) have facrificed every Confideration, 
enconntered every Danger and fubmitted to 
every Hardthip, in the Profecutien and at- 
tainment of Peace, Preedomand Iadepend- 
ence which itis the Glory of America to 
enjoy and of her Sons to fecure. 

Anb when! mention the Officers and 
Soldiers of the American Army as foreinott 
in the bright Catalogue, no One can think 
the Ditinétion unjuit. Miltary Atchieve- 
ments have always held a diftoguithed 
Place in the Page of Hiflory, and thofe 


‘who enlift under the Banners of Bellona, 


have the fairett Profpett of acquiring im- 
mortal Fame. 

Tat thefe have however been pervert- 
ed to the moft pernicious Purpeies, is ala 
too true, Many have waded through Seas 
of Blood to the Gratification of a lawlets 
Ambition, and arrived to the heighg of Power 
over the Ruias of their Couatry, and then like 
Savage Monilers turvey’d the Havoc which 


they fpread. Cuch are the Alexandeis, the 
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Czfars, the Tamerlanes and Koulikhans 
of Hiftory, whofe Exertioas may be com- 
pared to the Commotions of the Earth- 
quake, the Eruptions of the Volcance, aud 
co mighty Innundations, and are attended 
with like terrible Effects. They Strike 
with Dread but we turn from them with 
Horror—to thofe who enter onthe bright 
Career at the Call of their Country, and 
in Defence of her Rights: Such are the. 
Heroes and Patriots of this and every Age. 
THe Neceflity and Importance of Mali- 
tary Service, the Difficuluies and Dang 
with which it is attended, and the trifiin 
Recompence generally received, entitie- 
the Soldier of his Country to receive the 
Applaufe of a brave and difinterefled Con- 
dutt, and let him enjoy the dear bought 
Palm, and the fond Hope of !mmortaliz- 
ing his Name; fo grateful to the generous 
Mind, und above all let him anticipate the 
Pleafure of a grateful Recollection in the 
Miads of his Countrymen, when releafed 
from Service, perhaps crippled, difabled 
by Wounds, or brake by Fatigues, in 
which he was expofed to the Vicifitudes 
of Seafons, to Hunger andto Thirft, and 
the Labours of the Day were cloied by the 
Alarms of the Night; when the herd 
Groend was his Eed, his Armour his Cov- 
ering, the Sky his Curtains, the drench. 
ing Storm his Bath, the bleak Wind his 
Stove, and the Din of Arms and the Groans 
of the Diftrefied the Mufic that Jull’d him 
to Sleep. 
_ Thete Diificulties were in the late Con- 
te preatly increafed by the Novelty of 
nillitary Operation, and by a total Defti- 
tution of every Neceffary to carry on @ 
heavy and rninous War. This will raife 
our Adipiretion of that Fortitude which 
taught both the Officers and Soldiers of the 
American Army to fubmit to fuch unparal- 
ejled Hordfhips, and by determined Per- 
feverance, rile paramount te every Obfta- 
cle; mor can we fofficiently admite ‘that 
Virtue which patiently bore a Diminution 
of Wages, by the Depriciation of the Cur- 
rency. And which at the Clofe of the 
War, relinquifhed a coniiderable Part of 
that forall Stipend hardly earned by a fevere 
nd faithful Service.  andlet the Applaufe 
of a grateful Country attend them in the 
retired Walks of Life, where they as Cit- 
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gens, are Aill aftuated by the fame virtu- 
ous Principle, and where in Imitation of 
the great American Cincinnatus, they fet 
the molt laudable Examples of Indaitry, 
CEconomy and Public Spirit. 
Bur while we {peak in Accents of me- 
rited Applaufe of the Living let os not 
forget to pay a Tribute of Gratitude to the 
Derd. 
THe recent Death of the Great, the 
Good, the Illuffrious General Green isa 
Theme which demands a moce particular 
Attention. 
Finis coRONAT Opus. Death places 
his Sabjects beyond the Reach of Change, 
——it is a folem: Paule. When the 
Attions of Life become the Obje& of En- 
qaicy, then may Kings be called toa fevere 
Scrutiny. and the Eftablifhment of a Tribu- 
nal, before which at this awfal Crifis when 
all Diftin@tion is levelledy even Majclty irfelf 
was arraigned: Happy aae they whole Lives 
an?

and fuch [fee inthis Affem:ly—Thofe who 
were Sharers with him in the fame Dan- 
gers, Suffcrers in the fame Caufe, Compe- 
titors for the fame Prize; I 
Toils of war, Brothers of the Cincinnati. 
The Abilities of the Head andthe Fe lings 
of the Hear: would then conip're to finith 
and animate the Draught, and the Virtues 
ofa Greewe forma motamisble Portrait, 
The tmblem ofa Character which future

My Attempts however, will, I flatter 
myfelf, eet with their Indulgence and 
the Candour of an Avdiexce who amidit the 
Amulements of the Seafon and the Diver- 
fions of the Day are willing to devote a few 
Moments tothe Difcharge of a melancholy 
Duty.

Te former Modes of Life of many of 
our ‘American Officers, not converfant in 
the Arts of War, led many of the Britith 
to fpeak with Contempt of their fkill and 
Avilities: But the Eveat has turned Dif- 
grace on their own Heads, and fhown that 
military Talents are not confined to thofe 
who make a Trade of War. 
_Tarrrocemus. was called from the 
Piow tothe Throne, and the the great 
Cincinnatus from the fame honourable Em- 


ployment to the fupreme Dictatorfhip of . 


the Commonwealth and the Command of 
the Roman Armies, and having vanquifhed 
the Enemies of his Country, and eftablifh- 
ed her Peace, he again retired to the Im- 
provementot his little Farm. 

America, when attacked, called forth 
her Sons, who Plucked Laurels from the 
Brows of haughty Vetérans, and having 
humbled the Power of Britain, agaia re- 
turned to their formes Occupations. 

Great “Occeafiens call into’ Exertion, 
great Talents, which but for thefe might 
have languifhed: in Obfewrity. ‘The 
mutt illuitrious A@tions, and ufhered to View 
tae Abilities of a Green. 

His firft Service was diftinguifhed by 
an Attention to military Diicipline, an 
Object of the greateit Importance, and 
particularly neceffary on the firft Inftitution 
ofan Army, and the Regiments under his 
Command were fuppofed to be the beft dif- 
ciplined and appointed in the American 
Service. 

H:s Abilities foon attrated the Natice 
and Efteem of his Countrymen, and of the 
Commander in Chief in particular, who 
juilly placed great Confidence in his Tal- 
ents aud Judgement. 

He foon rofe to the Rank of Major Ge- 
neral, the higheft in the Service, and in 
the Campaiga of 1776, commanded a 
large Detatchment on Hudfon’s River near 
New-York, where he with other principal 
Oilicers narrowly efcaped being taken at the 
Reduction of Fort Wafhington. 

He bore an important Share in the A&i- 
ons of Trenton and Princeton, and in the ce- 
lebreted Manceuvre of patfling the Rear of 
the Britith Army, by a Night March. 

Ar the Battle of B,andywine, he dif- 
tinguifhed himfelf by fupporting the right 
Wing of the American Arwy, when it 
gave way, and judicioufly covering the 
Whole when routed and retreating in Con- 
fufion, and their Safety from utter Ruin 
was generally afcribed to his Skill and Ex- 
ertions, which were well feconded by the 
‘Troops under his Command. 

Ar Germantown he commanded the 
left Wing of our Army, and though the 
failure was at irkimputed tohim, as not 
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ne pact ache, yet he was 
juftly and generoufly <viadicated b 
Comishler in Chief ' * oF 

Arverr this General Greene continued 
rifing in Reputation, when he was recom- 
mended by General Wathington, and ap- 
pointed by Congrefs, Quartermafter Ge. 
necal, in which new Capacity he fully 
anfwered the Expectations formed of his 
Abilities, reftored Order, ularity and 
Effet to a Department which had been 
greatly dosegen's and enabled the Ameri- 
can Army to move witha Celerity and Vi- 
gour never known before. 

Ar the Battle of Monmouth the Com. 
mander in Chief, difgufted with the Be- 
haviour of General Lee depofed him in the 
Field of Battle, and appointed General 
Greene to command the right Wing where 
he greatly contributed to retrieve the Er- 
rors*ot his Predecefflor, and to the Sabie. 
quent Event of the Day. 

Tse French Fieet and Troops under the 
Count de Bftaing, arrived {con after on the 
Coat of America, and in Concert with the 
Americans under General Sullivan, com. 
menced their Operations agatnft Newport, 
garrifoned by a Detachment from the Brit. 
ith Army. General Greene repaired to af- 
fit in Perfon thefe Operations, in which his 
native State was concerned. There was at 
firft the faireft Profpe& of Succefs, but the 
Appearance of Lord Howe, with a Britith 
Fleet, drew the French Admiral from his 
Station to meet the Enemy, whena violent 
Storm enluing, his Fleet was di‘peri’d. 
Some other Difappointments took place, 
which ‘fraftrated the Enterprize, and had 
like to have been attended with fatal Confe- 
quences, by creating Mifanderitandings be- 
tween the commanding Officers of the Ame- 
rican Army and their Allies. Thefe were 
however obviated by the united Efforts of 
General Greene, and of that amiable and 
celebrated French Nobleman, the Marquis 
de la Fayette, and great was the Merit of 
both on thisOccafion, as the Effeéls of Dif- 
fentions at ‘o early a Perio!, muit have been 
highly prejudicial tothe American Caufe. 

Bur we haften to that Period and Scene 
of Operation which gave the moft brilliant 
Difplay of the Abilities of a Greene, 
and entitled him to the Epithet of the 
SOUTHERN HERO. 

Tie Reduétion of Charleflown, and the 
Capture of t rmy under General Lin- 
coin, removed the only Barrier againit the 
Encroachments of the Enemy, whofe Suc- 
ceffes were the moft rapid in a Country cal- 
culated to favour their Defigns, by its Sit- 
uation, Climate, and the Difpofition of. its 
Inhabitants, confifting moftiy of Slaves and 
the profeffed Adherents and Dependants of 
the Britifh Government. 

The greate& Pains was taken to encous- 
age thefe, aud to deprefs aad difcourage the 
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Friends of the Country, who found them- 


felves unable to make any effectual Refit- | 
ance, under fuch Circumftances, toa Body 


of Ten Thoufand Britith Troops, aflifted by 
the renegade Slaves and Royal Partizans. 

Governor Rutledge, and other princi- 
pal Inhabitants fied to the neighbouring 
States, by their Exertions however, and by 
alarge Detachment from the Continental 
Army, a Body of Men was again collected 
under General Gates, but their total Over- 
throw at the Battle of Cainden, and the 
Defeat of the Troops under the brave Col. 
Sumpter, involv’d the Sons of Freedom in 
adarker Glooas. 

Ar no Period of the War did the Royal- 
ifts entertain more fanguine Expectations, 
and the total Extinétion of the Rebellion, 
as it was then termed, was thought to be no 
diftant Event. 

Turee States were now in the Power of 
the Enemy, and the whole Southern Di- 
fri at their Mercy. The Attack not only 
commenced from Charleftown, but diftinet 
Bodies of ‘Troops under Generals Philitps 
and Arnold, profecuted their predatory Op- 
erations from Portimouth and James River 
in Virginia. 

Tue Royal Partizans not only confidered 
themfelves as Conquerors but as Conquerors 
of a rebel Country, and committed the 
greateft Outrages, under a Pretence of ferv- 
ing their Mafter’s Caufe. The favage Tarl- 
ton, the blood-thirfty Balfour, and the mur- 
derous Rawdon, increafed the Horrors of 
civil Difcord, and gave full Scope’ to Britith 
Cruelty. Under their Sanction Deeds 
were perpetrated, notonly inconfiftent with 
the Rules of War eftablifhed among civilized 
Nations, but fuch as would fhock the hardi- 
et Savage, and dreadful was the Situation 
of tie Objects of their inhuman Defpotiim. 
They were fammoned to take Arms againft 
their Country, and fuch as refufed, or had 
borne Arms in her Caule were confined in 
loathfame Goals, or executed in the moft 
cruel Manner. Many were hang’d betore 
their own Doors, or deliberately butchered 
in Sight of their Families, and happy were 


they who by a voluntary Exile efeaped the’ 


dreadtul Alternative, and ithe Diitreffes of 
the Country would be fatatly pictured by a 
Recolle@ioa of fimilar Scenes of Diftreis 
which took place in this Part of the Conti- 
heat, 

Ar this Time, Genera! Greene appear- 
ed to take the dangerous Command, if that 
could be called fuch which placed him at the 
Head of avout gvo Continentals and a few 
Militia, without Pay, without Cloathirg, 
and in Want of every Neceflary: yet with 
theie he kept the figld, til! by the moft fnr- 
priling Exertions, he completed a refpedta- 
bie Body of Iafantry, andan efiettive Corps 
Oi Cavalry. 





Destiture ofevery Refource, the pro- 

curing of Supplies for thefe without:diigui- 
ing or diftrefling the Inhabitants, was a 
Mattr alfoof the greateft Difficulty. Yat 
this he effeled, and in the very Act of ta- 
king from the Pcople a Part of their fcanty 
Subfiftance, for the Support of his Troops, 
he gained their Affection and Etteem. 
And the entire Afcendant which he acquired 
under fuch Circumftances, and the Co:fi- 
dence with which he infpired not only the 
Army, but the whole Country, is Matter of 
equal Admiration. He animated the Sons 
of Freedom, confirm’d the wavering, and 
detach’d many from the oppofite Intercft, or 
at leaft prevented their taking an adlive 
Part. For this Purpofe heeven form’d the 
Pian of feparating his little Army, anu 
fent a Detachment under General Morgan, 
to Ninety-Six, and the Defeat of Colonel 
Tarité&m at the Affair of the Cowpens was 
not the only happy Confequence of this boid 
and well coacerted Enterprize. 

A raprp Retreat over the River Dan 
fecured the British Prifoners, prevented a 
feparate Attack, and effected a Junélion 
with Morgan’s Detachment, and with fome 
fmall Reinforcements. With thefe General 
Greene did not hefitate to recrofs the fame 
River, to watch the Motions and counteract 
the Operations of a much fuperior Enemy. 

«« Durine three Weeks,” fays anele- 
gant Hiflorian, *‘ there was a complete Tri- 
al of military Skill, in which native Genius 
fairly carried the Palm from the Arts and 
Difcipline of regular military Education.” 

Tuar oar Hero could fight as well as 
manceavre, the Britifh Cemmander had a 
bloody Proof in the Ation at Guilford- 
Court Houfe, where the increafing Numbers 
of the Sons of Freedom no longer avoided 
the Confiié. Cornwallis, though obliged 
to retreat two Days after towards Wilming- 
ton, publifhed a pompous Proclamation, 
fetting forth his Proweis, threatening thofe 
who continued in Arms, and even offering 
Prote& on, Pardon, &c. to thofe whu would 
fubm:t, hikea woanded Moniter who growls 
as he retires. 

Turis Retreat in Search ofa diftant En- 
emy, when one ready to mect him was 
near at Hand, difcovered his Apprehenfion 
ofa fecond Encounter. General G-eene. 
after a fhort Purfuit, as if divinely taughr 
the Event, left Cornwallis to purfue a Rout 
which ended in his Captare at Yor*-Town, 
and thiaking it of more Importance to reco- 
ver the Carolinas and Georgia, turned bis 
Arms to the Southward. : 

A partircutar Detail of his various 
facce{sful Operations would beat this Time 
too tedious I fhall only obferve 





that 


the Garrifons of the numerous Poits eita- 
blifhed by the Karl to fecure his Acquifiti- 
ons his Activity forbad to retreat and his 
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Gallantry rendered unable to refit, and th. 
Battie at the Eutaw Springs, the moft ploo. 
dy and beft contelted that Americaever be. 
held, wrefted from the Britith the Remain 

der of their late imaginary Congueft, and 
their Retreat within their Works at Charles. 
town, left General Greene the uddifputed 
Matter of the Country. 

Fiis Flumanity alone prevented his reta- 
liating at this Time, on thofe in his Power. 
the Crueities exercifed by the Enemy, al- 
though the Death of the brave, the amiable 
Col. Hayne, executed with Circumftances 
of the moft fhocking Inhumanity, called 
aloud for the rigid Exercife of the /ex talio~ 
nis. Many blamed this Moderation as 2 
Want of Firmnefs Blefied Weak 
nefs ! if Humanity be fuch. " 

We might here forget the further Ef- 
ects of hoftile Rage in that Quarter, had not 
the Blood of an accomplithed Laurens, and 
an amiable Wilmot, fhed in fome fubfequent 
Rencounters ftill ftained the bloody Scrowl. 

Sucn were the Scenes of Operation, 
and Series of Exploits, by which our Hero 
delivered an opprefled Country and gained 
immortal Honour. 

His fignal Services entitled him to the 
moit diitinguifhed Marks of Applaufe, and 
fuch he received by the united Voice of his 
Country, and from the honorable Conti- 
nental Congrels, as well as from other pub- 
lic Bodies. 

Nor _ need I mention the eflential Token 
of Gratitude and Efteem conferred, and the 
liberal Grants of Lands made by the Legif- 
lative Bodies of thofe particular States which 
he had to eminently ierved. Their public

the higheft Senfe of Obligation, and fpeak 
in the mo honorable Tei ms of thofe illuftri- 
ous Actions which induced them with one 
Confent to hail him as the SAVIOUR and 
DELIVERER of their Country. 

Anpb when at the Clofe of the War, he, 
with his Brother Officers and Fellow Soldiers 
retired to private Life, he retired with the 
Ilo Pzans! of a grateful Continent.—— 
There the fame Humanity and Benevolence 
influenced, and the fame Principle a€tuated 
the Patriot Breatt. 

Bur hereweftop! !—— 

Tuat Country which was the Theatre 
for the Diiplay of the moft illuftrious A&i- 
ons, was alio the Scene of his melancholy 
Exit. 

Tue Name of Greene once infpir’d with 
Hope, and defponding Nations raifed their 
dejefted Heads at the chearing Sound, 
like drooping Flowers at the Approach of 
the Sun Alas! the Sam ds with- 
drawn and the Flowers droop;—«Greene 
is no more ! :

ner as at Mogador, fo that whoever 
will tak merchandife in exchange, 


fuchas wool, wax, hides, or gums ; 


or frefh provifions, fuch as poultry, 
butcher’s meat, bread, fruit, &c. at 
Tatgiers, and import their merchian- 
dife of all forts, may do it by paying 
the fame duties and cofts as are 
paid at Tetuan but the Englifh and 
Spaniards muft pay the fame duties 
as are already known here. —Then 
tell the Chriftian merchants, if they 
will traffic at Tangiers, that they 
may do it freely that the town of 
Tangiers may be enabled to flourifh 
as Mogador. We confide in your 
zeal, obedience and good manage- 
ment.—GOD dlefs you

American Intelligence. 


NEW-¥Y ORK, Aug. 21. 
4 Lindon paper of the 5th ultimo, contains thé 
Sollowsng intercfting paragraph:— 

There is one object which all the 
American Ambaffadors in Europe: 
have been inflruéted to purfue with 
all poflible ardour, and that is, to 
propofe and bring to a happy con- 
clufion, a treaty of confederation of 
all the maritime powers againft the 
Algerine, Tunifian and other pira- 
tical ftates that infeft the Mediter- 
ranean, and interrupt the commerce 
of Europe and America. Two 
plans have been propofed on this 
head —one that each contracting 
party fhall agree to equip, and in 
turn keep ftationed in the Mediter- 
ranean, a naval fquadron, fufficient 
for the protection of all fhips car- 
rying the flags of chriftian powers ; 
this fquadron to be relieved every 
fix weeks, and to be bound to pro- 
tect not only the trade of the nation 
to which the fquadron belongs, 
but alfo of any other nation that 
fhall becomea party in the treaty ; 
the Spaniards to fit out the firft 
{quadron, to be relieved by another 
furnithed at the joint expence of the 
Italian States ; this to be relieved 
by the French ; thefe again by the 
Englith ; and fo on by the Dutch, 
Danes, Swedes, Ruffians and Ame- 
ricans. The other plan is, thatthe 
Order of Malta fhall be invited to 
undertake the protection of all fhips 
belonging to the contracting per 
ties, failing up the Levant, or in 
the Mediterranean ; and that the 
contracting parties fhall each fur- 
nifh a quota in money, to be paid 
anually intothe treafury of the Or- 
der of Malta, to enable the Order 
to keep conftantly at feaa force 
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and 


fufficient to fecure the freedom of 
navigation, within the latitudes to 
be fpecified. In both plans a pie- 
liminary is, that the tributes or 
prefents, paid to the Barbary States 
fhath ceafe and determine ; and that 
the neceffity of fhips failing through 
the mediterranean, being furnifhed 
with paffes thail of courfe no longer 
exift. The court of Spain, we are 
affured, has lent a favourabic ear to 
the propofal, and has exprefied its 
readinefs to accede to a treaty, 
founded on either of the two plans 
whenever the other maritime pow- 
ers fhall fignify their approbation 
of the fyftem. The court of Na- 
ples warmly efpoufes the propofiti- 
on, France and England have not 
yet given an anfwer on the fubject,

The idea of contempt by others 
affixed to him who has fuffered by 
the infidelity of a woman is arbitra- 
ry and unreafonable, and may not 
be known inthe more natural ftate 
of man. 4thly. The laws and cuftoms 
amongi{t them are not confined to 
the marriage of one woman only; 
nor fo rigidly prohibiting marriage, 
fo that the affections are not fo much 
engaged to one object. _ 
“However, after all, the fact may 
be difputed. An inftance has been 
related to us by a trader, and we 
have feen the fqvaw at Pittfburgh, 
whofe hufband was fo paffionately 
enamoured of her; that fitting one 
day oppofite to her in the wigwam, 
gazing on her fuppofed beauty, he 
fuddenly ftarted up, and feizing 
her by the nofe with his teeth while 
fhe, without oppofition or remon- 
ftrance, permitted it, bit it off. On 
her defiring afterwards to knowthe 
caule of this treatment, he told her 
that he thought her fo beautiful 
that he was apprehenfive fome oth- 
ers might allo love her : but that 
now, though he could ftill love her 
as much as before, yet others might 
not. At the fame time acknow- 
ledging that he never had the leatt 
caufe of jealouly from any part of 
her behaviour.
